JOLLEGE AND THE UNIVERSITY OF MARYLAND FROM DECHMGEm ese —evec unre” 


THEIR CONSUMATION. 


Y December 3rd, 1912 on motion of Dr. Linthicum I was clothed 


we authority by your Faculty to merge the Baltimore Medical College 
with the University of Maryland. This motion placed upon me & 
responsibility which I felt to be as great as any as ever had fallen 
to my lot in any relation in life and greater than any I had ever 
borne in connection with the weal or woe of this institution. In 
accepting this responsibility, I turned to the saa Faculty 
and made what may have seemed a very ungracious request, namely; 
that each one of them stop talking on the Merger question. In 
view of the repeated failures looking to this end extending over 
several years I felt profoundly convinced that if a merger was 
wreaths, effgcted authority must be econsentrated and usless and WORL 
rt talk eliminated from the deal. In the main the members 
of our Faculty carried out their promises fairly well with a few 
exceptions to be noted later on. At this time I had in my 
possession and read to the Faculty a paper which I understood 
had been approved by the Faculty of the University of Maryland 
in which it was agreed that the Baltimore Medical College would 
| oe taken over bY said University of hte bes provided that the 
Baltimore Wediwel College would make over all of its property 
personal and real, transfer its contract 4 ~he Methodist Hospital 
“Association and pledge itself to use 4ts best endeavors to secure 
the influence of its Alumni and students in behalf of said University. 
Subsequent events proved that no official action had been taken 
by the Faculty of the Universitybof Maryland. A new line of attack | 
had now to be resorted to. My nerotiations up to this time had 


been conducted almost solely with Dr. Ashby, although I had held 


three interviews with a friend of mine in the University Faculty who 
was neither a friend or foe to merger, and he fave me some unbiased 
z information which aided me somewhat in drawing conclusions more or 
less valuable in the further negotiation which were now carried on 
with Drs. Ashby, Coale and Winslow. | 
I now placed before them a candid statement of our assets 
ead liabilities and a plain and lucid exhibit of all mortgage debts 
resting upon the Baltimore Medical College and the Maryland General 
Hospital. It was stated by Dr. Winslow that the full bearing of 
said mortgages had never before been understood by the University — 
| Faculty. I now tried to find out on what, if any, terms the 
University would merge. Drs. Ashby and myself again got together 
and having found out that Dr. Coale desired to readg our contract 
with the Methodist Hospital Association, we arranged a meeting 
at which Drs. Ashby, Coale, Streett and myself were present. 
The meeting broke up with nothing accomplished. ‘Dr. 
Coale said that he was pA A ato Bi A opposed to any merger which 
involved the University in any financial resporstslity, and that 5 
the Methodist Hospital Association would certainly nver conceal 
to give up a four thousand dollar rental wéthout a"quid pro quo”. 
I at once set myself to the task of accomplishing this end. 
The question was now clean cut. The Methodist Hospital Assoc. 
must sign a new contract with the University willingly with the 
four thousand dollar rental expunged. 
Dr. Coale made it very clear that it was undesirable 
‘a to have said contract entered into by said Association unless — 
; they considered it so advantageous as to want to merge . I 
thought of Several plans, but the one that seemed most feasible 


was the plan to reduce our 6% mortgage bonds to a 5% basis

thus saving the Hospital Association by compounding the tatoneet 
during the life of the bonds about fifteen thousand dollars. 

This proposition was brought before our Faculty, and 
was defeated. This action of the Faculty undoubtly delayed the 
merger for three or four weeks. During these weeks the merger 
negotiations dragged along. The outlook was anything but 
promising. It was during these weeks that some of our Faculty 
began to cast a gloom over the merger question. During this 

various 

month I was approached by smxaral members and told several times 
that I would not be able to carry #* through a successful deal 
with that "crowd", meaning the University Faculty, but the 
conversation usually ended by my being urged to hurry up the 
merger. I got about the same confort out of these dialogues 
as I did once out of a very charming woman who told me that I 
had completely convinced her that there were no such things as ghosts, 
but she said she was afraid of them. One member was so impatient 
that he suggested to me that three members of our Faculty be appointed 
to meet three members of their Faculty with power to act. I replied 
that one Sone ead all that power, and he was acting all he knew 
how. Another kindly offered to appear before the Faculty of the 
University and convince them how short sighted they were not to 
consumate the deal at once. I did not think this wise in the 
light of previous forensic efforts. Another member asked me 
several times if the University Faculty would ever have any business 
sense. Several times I was approaced and advised to recommend 
progressive members of our Faculty for positions oe the Board of 


Regents, to which I uniformly replied that our Faculty had passed 


a resolution that the University Faculty should make these selections, 


and that I certainly should not advise them unless requested so to 


do. I scrouplessly avoided making recommendations. I own I 


was worried a good deal at this time. One morning our worthy 

Dean called me up, it was treating a patient but stopped and went 

to the phone. He made a suggestion. I told him I had thought 

ii of it and did not like it. He made another, I had thought of | 
it and rejected it. The third came, and in a moment of petulantancy — 
I answered,"Street you can't think of anything I have not already 
‘thought of and rejected.” This was the only impolite word I used 
during the negotiations. I hereby make a formal apology. He 
did not get angry, and I consulted him many times after that and 
found him most willing and anxious to help and never hinder. | During 
these dark days there was one rift in the dark cloud of gloom that 
had been cast over the whole merger question. I met a member of 
the Faculty outside of the Hospital, and he said as he passed me, ay B 
I don't want to know anything, I am not saying anything, gO ahead, aah

For the above concessions on the part of the Baltimore Medical 
College, the University of Maryland agrees to first elect all members 
of the major Faculty of the Baltimore Medical College to proffesorships 
in the University Faculty, three of whom are to be chosen aS members 
of the Board of ee eeas or Second: The Baltimore Medical College is . 
to retain its coperate entity. Third: The Baltimore Medical 
avers is to have the privilege of running its Dental Department 
the coming year, or merge earlier if practical. 

These plans were laid before the University authorities, but 
the merger Reriee It seemed to be impossible to make headway, 
and Dr. Ashby advised me to see Dr. Coale. In the meantime I 
had approached every member of our Faculty personally and secured 
the signatures of all of them to as paper agreeing to have the 
interest on a second mortgage 6% bonds reduced to a 5% basis. 
My reason for doing this was that I feared the result of another 
Faculty meeting. I was thoroughly convinced that this scheme 
was escential for carrying through the merger. I now called up 
Dr. Coale and requested wimx an interview at his home, which he 


courteously granted. At the time of this interview, we had been

entire relation to his Faculty and to the merger question. He went 

over the Hospital end of the merger, seemed in great doubt about our 

ability to hand it over with rental feature omitted. He then took 

up the Laboratory Building on North Howard Street, and told me that 

one of our members had seen him the night before and asked him why 

in the world the University did not take this building. I was 

greatly frightened for a moment, as I had been struggling for weeks 

to save this building. The fright was only momentary, as he remarked 

the member in question was undoubtly a poor business man. He evidently 

thought someone was trying to hand him a gold brick. This may seems 

strange, but it can be explained. At a previous interview when Drs. 

Ashby and Winslow were present, I was asked who held the first mortgage 

bonds on the Hospital, I answered I did not know. I knew a friend 

of mine, an Admiral in the United States Navy had five of them, and 

a few were probably owned by members of our Faculty. I was then asked 

if the second mortgage bonds were all in our possession. I answered 

they were not, for one of our members had told me a day or two before 

that his were in possession of the Commonwealth Bank as collateral, 

and that I did not know whether any of the members had parted with 

whether 

their bonds. I did not then know wkan<it would be possible to get 
second mortgage 

possession of all of these bonds or not. Dr. Coale assumed, I suppose, 

that this issue of bonds was scattered just as the first mortgage bonds 

were, and proceeded to prove to his own and Drs. Ashby and Winslow's 

satisfaction that the Laboratory Building would be a white elephant 

on their hands, and appealed to me to concede the contention. I 

replied that his premises being granted, his conclusion was inevitable. 

This was the way our college building was saved. I spent four hours 


with Dr. Co&le that night, I felt that the crucial moment in 


negotiations had been reached, and it took me this time to get him 


=o— 


to confess that he thought he might use his influence with his 


3 Faculty and possibly induce them to favor the merger on practically 


the lines laid down if convinced that we could hand over a new contract 
from the Methodist Hospital Association to the University. I assured 
him we could do this and bid him good night. When I stepped out ie 
into the cool air that night, I felt for the first time that the “3 


merger was in sight. I had the paper siened by every member of the

| Faculty reducing the interest on bonds in my pocket, but I had to po 
think over the advisability of showing it to him. I knew there was | 
to be a meeting of the Faculty of the University of Maryland in a 
few days, and after thinking over the matter for three or four days 
I solicited another interview with Dr. Coale, and placed before him | 
: the paper above referred to, requesting him to tell no other member , 
of his Faculty as the meeting of the Hospital Association was yet | 
to be held, and it might be embarrassing for its contents to get 2 
out until after this meeting. Here in this paper was laid bare 
the fact that we had practically got possession of our bonds, and 
there is one of two conclusions that must be reached to explain his 
action, namely; he either thought he had made a sufficiently good 
deal on behalf of the University or he went to Sleep on his job 
during the twenty minutes of this interview, if the latter is true, 
his nap cost him a thousand dollars a mi netes His sceptisim as 
to our ability to hand over a satisfactory hospital contract 
is what forced me unwillingly to show him that I had authority 
to give to the Hospital the quid pro quo above referred to. 
. I felt now that the merger was practically assured, and told 
ry Dr. Street so. In a few days I asked Dr. Rowland to arrange a 
meeting between the president and secretary of thse Hospital 
Association witkxmysalfx himself and Dr. Street with me at 


the president's home. Dr. Rowland had spoken to Mr. Copenhaver 


' 
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the attorney of the Hospital Association, to represent the Baltimore 
Medical College also, anda coal Lad me up and I approved, as I thought 
it a good tactfical point. This arrangement was approved by all 

the xmankers representatives at the meeting at Mr. Delaney's house 
above referred to. uryDelaney, Copenhaver, Street and Rowland 
were there on the part of the Hospital while I reprresented the 
Baltimore Medical College. It was deemed wise to talk of all of 
the advantages that would come to the Hospital Association by 
Signing a new contract with the University of Maryland, but it was 
easy to see that no favorable impression had been made on Mr. Delaney 
or Mr. Copenhaver. Seeing that we were making no headway, I drew 
the paper from my pusekk pocket signed by every member of our Faculty 
agreeingbto reduce their interest on the second mortgage bonds from 
a 6 to a 5% basis, at the same time disclosing the fact with figures 
to prove that it would be a saving to the Association by compounding 
the interest of nearly fifteen thousand during the life of the bond. 
The instant reply of Mr. Delaney was it will help us to get 
endowments. I saw at once that the leaven had worked and that 
quickly. The next day I saw Mr. Copenhaver and he assured me that 
the Hospital Association would sign the contract, and I asked him 
how he knew, his reply was, "they will be fools if they don't". 

The approval of the Hospital Association and the ea nai nee the 
contract a few days afterwards. Ina day or two Dr. Coale sought 
me out at the University Club late at night and told me that the 
merger plan as I formulated it had been approved by thett Faculty. 

I breathed a sigh of relief and thus passed into history the most 
important event in the evolution of medical education in the history 
of Baltimore. 


Resume: 


To sum up results it may be stated that the Baltimore 


Medical College had offered to turn over everything it had in the

world including Laboratory Building, hospital control, laboratory 
equipment and good will, and the offer had been rejected. Now 
how does the matter stand? Fach member of the Faculty becomes 

@ professor in the University of Maryland with substantially the 
Same title as he held in the Baltimore Medical College, three of

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In other words our Faculty have secured professorships in a University | 
with a long and honorable career behind it, retained the cooperate 
entity of the Baltimore Medical College and kept the Dental Department 
out for a year and had @ bond of doubtful value made good, simply 

by transferring some Laboratory fixtures which they could not sell 
tomorrow for three thousand dollars, In looking back I eannot see

‘tee appreciation of the Services of my attorney, Mr. Richard ¥. Bayard, 
who came to my office almost every morning during the negotiations and 
advised me as to the legality of almost every move I made during the 
negotiations , and magnanmously #efused to accept any renumeration 
whatsoever for his Services. Dr. Street is the only member of the 
Faculty who was informed of every feature of my plans as they were 
evolved. They became common property later. This was done to euard 
against premature disclosure. Dr. Street had one stereotyped answer 
to all questions, "the whole matter is in Merrick's hands". I wish 
also to place on record my high appreciation of his valuable Services. 
In this connection I wish to thank the other members of the Faculty 
who did what I asked them yegecst cheerfully.
